L ast January, when Caitlyn 

Jenner was still named Bruce, 
People at last confirmed that 
Jenner was transitioning from 
male to female and posted the 
news on People.com. With apologies to 
Kim Kardashian, it pretty much broke 
the Internet. Certainly, PeopZe was not 
the first to report on the transition- 
other outlets had been wildly speculat- 
ing about her for months— but PeopZe’s 
editors were, as always, careful and 
respectful in our coverage, and our 
confirmation became a key moment in 
Jenner’s saga. Millions of curious users 
clicked on our story for one reason: li People said it was true, you knew it was 
true. Since then we have continued to follow Jenner in print and online, 
recently partnering with WhoSay to publish a series of editorials she is writing 
about the transgender community and issues it faces (her latest editorial, about 
appearing at the ESPY Awards, is covered in our Star Trax spread on Jenner in 
this issue).

“I wanted to feel good... 

I wanted to be myself,” writes 
Jenner, reflecting on the night 
in the latest of a series of 
editorials that she’s releasing in 
partnership with WhoSay. “The 
toughest part in the speech was 
my kids.

evangelical Christian family for 
nine seasons. The decision came two 
months after a 2006 police report 
surfaced revealing that Josh, 27, 
had been accused of molesting five 
underage girls as a 14-year-old. Josh 
subsequently apologized; two of his 
sisters, Jill and Jessa, came forward 
as victims and said they had long 
ago forgiven their brother. Even as 
the network delayed an immediate 
decision about the show's future, 
the Duggars remained optimistic. 

“I think Jim Bob and Michelle 
honestly did expect people to just 
move on from this,” says a source 
who has worked closely with the 
family. 'Their thinking is, they put 
this behind them ages ago, so why 
wouldn't the rest of the world?'' 

The insider says that Jim Bob, 50, 
has decried the release of the 
documents as "a liberal media 
conspiracy to bring his family down, 
and he thinks the network should 
have shown more support.'' (The 
Duggar family declined to comment 
for this story; TLC declined to 
elaborate on their statement on 
the show's cancellation.) After two 
months of "near-constant” and 
"intense” conversations about the 
future of the show, the source says 
Jim Bob was not fond of one option 
being considered: a spinoff centered 
on Jill and Jessa. "He absolutely 
wanted to be back on TV and 
was never thrilled about the show 
suddenly shifting focus.” 

The network has announced plans 
for a special on survivors of sexual 
abuse, a topic that is "on message” 
for Jim Bob and Michelle, 48, 
says the source: "They're happy to 
show that this did not scar them 
permanently” As for any future 
series, the source points to 
the network's periodic specials on 
Kate Gosselin as a possible model. 
"The Duggars want to return to TV 
because they truly believe it was 
part of God's plan for them to spread 
the word about their faith,” says 
the source. "They are heartbroken 
that they've now lost that platform.”

announce the sudden 
end of their marriage, leaving 
fans heartbroken and 
wondering what went wrong 


Miranda Lambert is no stranger to 
bringing country fans to tears. But when 
she performed her Grammy Award- 
winning hit 'The House That Built 
Me”— which her husband of four years, 
Blake Shelton, originally suggested she 
record— at the Cheyenne Frontier Days 
in Wyoming on July 18, it was the singer 
herself who got choked up. "Last thing 
^nybody wants to do is cry in front of 
19,000 people,” she told the crowd 
before asking them to finish singing the 
ballad for her. As Lambert wiped her 
eyes and silently swayed to the music, 
the crowd had no idea that she and Shel- 
ton would be announcing their divorce 
two days later. "She just kept saying 
thank you and how much she loves us,” 
says concertgoer Bailee Hanson. "It 
really was upsetting.” 
j The former couple didn't hold back 
any emotion on July 20 when they 
released a joint statement: "This is not 
the future we envisioned. And it is with 
heavy hearts that we move forward sep- 
arately.” But friends say the union, 
which made Shelton and Lambert one 
of country music's highest-profile (and 
most beloved) couples, was challenged 
from the start, both by tabloid scrutiny 
and by busy, often conflicting schedules. 
When they married in 2011, Shelton was 
juggling his music career with newfame 
as a coach on NBC's hit singing competi- 
tion The Voice, which kept him in Los 
Angeles for months at a time. Lambert, 
meanwhile, continued touring and 
recording (her most recent album. Plat- 
inum, just won a Grammy). With a pact

not to spend more than two weeks 
apart, the two made a concerted 
effort to keep the marriage intact. 

Backstage at the ACM Awards in 
April, Lambert admitted that 
wasn't always easy. 'It's definitely 
a different way to live your life," 
she said. "But our relationship 
started with us going in different 
ways, and we make it work." 

By June, however, things had 
started to unravel. A Lambert friend says she 
wanted time apart "to reflect" on the marriage. 
"She wanted to try and make it work, maybe 
have more of a separation," the friend says. "But 
he said, I'm filing.' " Yet a Shelton source insists 
he had no choice. "It came on very quickly," the 
source says. "It was very clear that things 
weren't going to work out. So he decided to end 
it. He still loves her very much." Shelton filed for 
divorce at the beginning of July in Oklahoma. 
(The pair had a prenup in place, and the divorce 
was finalized quickly.)

After meeting in 2005 when they performed 

a duet on a Country Music Television special, 
Lambert and Shelton (who divorced first 


wife Kaynette Gern in 2006) 
exchanged vows in a country-chic 
wedding in her native Texas in 
2011. "They were very alike in so 
many ways," says Kathy Best, 
Lambert's former publicist, who 
also helped plan their nuptials. 
"Whether that was good or bad I 
don't know." With a mutual love 
of music and cocktails, they made 
their home on a ranch in Tishom- 
ingo, Okla., where Lambert mothered a brood of 
dogs, cats, chickens, goats and horses and Shelton 
could hunt and relax away from the limelight. 
"We're both really country people," Lambert told 
People in 2012. "We love the woods and shooting 
guns, and L.A. is pretty much the opposite of 
that." But their demanding schedules began tak- 
ing a toll. "You are being pulled apart. Literally," 
she said two years later. "Blake's person is pulling 
him that way, and my person is pulling me this 
way. You get to that point where you're both say- 
ing, 'Where is our time? We need us time.' " 

Worse, their marriage struggled under a con- 
stant tabloid spotlight— including baby rumors 
(sources say starting a family did not play into 
the divorce) and allegations of infidelity, which 
both Lambert and Shelton always denied.

guarantee you he has been faithful to her” says 
the Shelton source. “He hasn't cheated ever, ever, 
ever. This has really shaken him.” A friend of 
Lambert's says Shelton's focus on being a celeb- 
rity became a point of contention in the mar- 
riage. “He liked it, which isn't a negative thing, 
but it's just polar opposite to what she wants,'' the 
friend adds. “It was frustrating, and she didn't 
want to be part of that machine.'' 

For his part Shelton has credited Lambert with 
making sure they found quality time together. 
“She literally has flown across the country to be 
with me for one night and will get up and go home 
the next morning. She's done that many, many 
times, where I just won't do it and say, 'Oh, I'll see 
you next week!' I'm just a guy about it, I guess,'' he 
said in 2012. “She's always been the one to go 
through hell to make sure we spend time 
together.''

A TROUBLED PAST 


Abdulazeez’s April 2015 
arrest for DUI pushed him deeper 
into depression, says a family 
spokesman. “Everyone is in shock he 
did this,” says a neighbor. 


T he first shots came at about 
10:45 a.m. on a Thursday morn- 
ing, fired from a car at a U.S. Army 
recruiting center in Chatta- 
nooga. Fred Wright, a salesman 
standing near the back door of a nearby 
auto parts store, heard the pops, then 
saw staff fleeing toward the brush. ''Call 
911, someone's shooting at 
us," yelled one of them. The 
shooter took off in his vehi- 
cle but less than 10 miles 
away took aim again, this 
time inside the Navy Opera- 
tional Support Center and 
Marine Corps Reserve Cen- 
ter. He crashed his car into 
the gate and, wearing abody 
armor vest, advanced with 
his weapons on foot toward 


Marines who were conducting an inven- 
tory of equipment. Four were killed 
before the gunman was shot dead by a 
police sniper after a gun battle; a Navy 
man later died from his injuries. Citing 
the "unquestionable bravery" of the 
police "who certainly saved lives," 
Marine Corps Maj. Clark Carpenter, a 
Pentagon public affairs offi- 
cer on the scene, says, "The 
fallen are part of a new leg- 
acy. All Marines should be 
proud of how this unit per- 
formed."

siif Abdulazeez were still asking why. 'The 
person who committed this horrible 
crime was not the son we knew and 
loved/’ his family said in a statement. "For 
many years our son suffered from depres- 
sion. It grieves us beyond belief to know 
that his pain found its expression in this 
heinous act of violence.”

With no clear linkto Islamic extremism— 

a source tells People that after 9/11, Abdu- 
lazeez’s father, a soil engineer in the city’s 
public works department, was investi- 
gated by the FBI for sending money over- 
seas but was cleared— a motive is unclear. 
"Mohammad was a normal kid,” says a 
neighbor whose son wrestled against him 
in high school in middle-class Hixson, 
Tenn., where Abdulazeez grew up in a 
two-story home on Colonial Way Circle. 
"He was polite; he never acted up.” That 
left police searching for clues in Abdu- 
lazeez’s recent travels to the Middle East 
(he was born in Kuwait), as well as in his 
blog posts, which revealed a devotion to 
Allah and included a complaint that life 
is "short and bitter.” A source close to the 
investigation tells People that Abdu- 
lazeez’s electronics, including his com- 
puter and cell phone, are being "looked 
at very closely.” His diary and interviews 
with his family reportedly point to the job 
he lost after a failed drug test in 2013 and 
the fact that he was thousands of dollars 
in debt as factors contributing to his esca- 
lating desperation. Says the source: "The 
investigation is far from over.” 



After hearing the crash at the gate 
of the naval reserve center, Marine 
Staff Sgt. David Wyatt dialed 911 
and, with Gunnery Sgt. Thomas 
Sullivan, hurried 18 others out of 
the building and over a high fence 
one by one. There, a head count 
showed two missing. "Marines 
never leave anyone behind,” says 
Wyatt’s aunt. They went back and, 
after saving the lives of others, 
lost their own. “When everything 
comes out,” says Maj. Clark 
Carpenter, “this will be a story 
about valor.”

Abdulazeez’s family confirms that he 

had issues with drugs and alcohol: Last 
April he was arrested for DUI after an 
officer noted a "white powdery sub- 
stance” around his nostrils; he was due 
to face the charge in court on July 30. 
And although he received treatment for 
his depression, he was still struggling 
with it. "They do not know of anything 
else to explain it,” the spokesman said. 
"We understand there are many legiti- 
mate questions that need to be 
answered,” the family said. "Now is the 
time to reflect on the victims.”

A Rough Beginning 

His father worked as a printer and 
his mother had a job cleaning 
houses, but money was tight 
when Stearns was growing up in 
Silver Spring, Md. The family 
apartment had bars on the 
windows, and Stearns and his little 
sister were not allowed to play 
outside at night because “it was 
too dangerous,” he says. Despite 
his parents’ alcoholism, he says, 
his father was “big on integrity, to 
have your word mean something. 

I learned that from him.” 

A Father at 14 

Stearns wasjust 14 when his then 
17-year-old girlfriend became 
pregnant. When she decided to 
keep the baby, he got a job 
outside school to help support 
his daughter, and his mom quit 
working to help care for the baby 
during the day. It was tough, he 
says, but the struggles made him 
stronger. “Sometimes what 
seems like the worst thing in 
your life,” he says, “turns out to 
be the best thing.” 


I Determined to Succeed I 

Stearns pushed through high 
school and became the first 
person in his family to graduate 
from college, earning an 
economics degree from Towson 
University, but it was a chance 
road trip to California that 
changed his life: “I saw this 
beautiful mansion and asked the 
guy in the front yard what he did 
for a living. He laughed and said, 
‘I’m just the gardener, but I think 
the owner is in real estate.’ ” Ten 
months later, after sleeping on 
friends’ floors and couches to save 
cash, he and a pal opened their 
own mortgage company. This year 
Stearns Home Loans is expected 
to provide $27 billion in loans. 

The Power of Mentors 

Stearns, now a married father of 
six (with two grandkids), inspires 
teens to realize their potential 
through college scholarships and 
one-on-one mentoring. “These 
kids,” he says, “are proof that 
dreams are still alive.”

2 tbsp. grated Parmesan 

1 lb. thin asparagus, trimmed 

4 large eggs 


1. Heat a large skillet over medium 
heat. Add 2 tbsp. olive oil and 
bread crumbs, and toast, stirring 
often, until golden brown. Place the 
mixture in a small bowl and add the 
lemon zest, red pepper flakes and 
Va tsp. salt. Stir well, then let cool to 
room temperature. Stir in parsley 
and Parmesan, and set aside. 

2. Wipe out the pan, then add 
2 tbsp. olive oil and heat over 
medium-high heat. Add the 
asparagus and ]4tsp. salt. Cook 
for 4 to 5 minutes, flipping the 
spears often, until they are bright 
green, cooked through and 
slightly browned. Remove to 

4 serving plates. 

3. To the same pan, add the 
remaining 1 tbsp. olive oil. Crack 
2 eggs into the pan, season with 
salt, and reduce the heat slightly. 
Cook for 2 to 3 minutes or until the 
edges are light brown and crispy 
and the whites are just set; the yolk 
should still be runny. Using a 
spatula, slide the eggs on top of 2 
servings of asparagus. Repeat with 
the remaining 2 eggs. Sprinkle with 
the panko mixture and a drizzle of 
olive oil, if desired.
